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ABSTRACT 

This descriptive study preparer* by the Association of 
American Medical Colleges displays current da - on the available 
manpower resource of salaried faculty at U.S. medical schools for the 
academic year 1977-78. Comparison tables on selected characteristics 
are included for the academic year 1967-68, the first year for which 
data on medical school faculty were entered into the system, to show 
the lack of change in characteristics of salaried faculty at medical 
schools over the 10 years. Three sections present: an introduction; 
methodology; and discussion (overview of faculty, areas of 
responsibility, training and credentials, demographic 
characteristics, new-hires, and employment history). Study results 
indicate the following: the total faculty more than doubled in number 
over the 10 years, with the largest relative gains occurring in 
family medicine; total salaried faculty in 1977-78 numbered 47,479, 
of whom 41/161 were full-time; only 7.0% of the faculty did not hold 
doctoral degrees, and the M.D. degree was held by more than twice as 
many faculty as those who hold the Ph.D. degree; 42% of the doctoral 
faculty benefited from postdoctoral training awards; the percentage 
of full-time faculty who are female increased from 13.3% to 15.2%; 
and minority faculty increased their representation from 7.3% to 
10.4%. Appended are: faculty roster forms; description of variables 
derived from faculty roster system master file, for tabulations in 
report; and nature of employment definitions.

basis by individual medical schools 
forming the most complete source of in- 
formation on individual medical school 
faculty and faculty manpower on a nation- 
al basis.

combination of activities for M.D.'s is teach- 
ing, research and patient care, while the modal 
combination for Ph.D.'s is teaching and re- 
search. Fourteen percent of faculty do no 
teaching, and 32 percent of faculty do no re- 
search.

As expected, the majority of non-doctoral 
faculty do not have research as an area of 
responsibility. 

Forty-two percent of the doctoral faculty 
have benefited from postdoctoral training 
awards. Training participants included 56 
percent of the M.D./Ph.D.'s, 48 percent of the 
M.D. S and 28 percent of the Ph.D.'s. Only 
seven percent of the M.J. faculty had neither 
an internship nor a residency. About half of 



the M.D. faculty are board certified, but 
there are substantial differences between 
departments* Sixty-eight percent of surgery 
faculty are board certified, for example , but 
only 31 percent of psychiatry faculty are 
board certified ♦ 

The percentage of full-time faculty who 
are female has increased from 13.3 percent in 
1967-68 to 15.2 percent in 1977-78. This 
was during a period when the entire faculty 
more than doubled and the actual number of 
women recruited was 3,884. The relative gains 
for women were greater in the Ph.D. and M.D./ 
Ph.D. groups than in the M.D. group, where 
women were 10.5 percent of the faculty in 
1977-78. The recent recruitment of sub- 
stantial numbers of women is reflected in 
statistics on length of employment. 

In 1977-78 forty-nine percent of the 
women had been faculty members five years or 
less, while forty- two percent of the men had 
been employed five years or less. The dis- 
tribution by rank is skewed toward the lower 
ranks for women, the fraction of women was 18 
percent at the Assistant Professors level, 
but only 5 percent at the full Professor level 

Minority faculty increased their repre- 
sentation from 7,3 percent in 1967-68 to 10.4 
percent in 1977-78, but a large part of this 
increase was accounted for by Asian and "Other 
Hispanic 11 persons; the representation of the 
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underrepresented minorities — Black 
American, Mexican American, American Indian 
and Puerto Rican — remained stable at 2.5 
percent > Like the distribution for women, 
the distribution of minority faculty was 
skewed toward the lower ranks, but the ex- 
tent of this skewing was much less. 

In 1977-78, forty-three percent of 
full-time faculty had joined the faculty 
within the last five years; sixteen per- 
cent had become faculty members more than 
fifteen years ago. 

When one takes into account the more 
than twofold increase in faculty numbers 
over the ten-year period, faculty charac- 
teristics have remained remarkably stable.

Section E displays data for "new- 
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hires," that is, full-time faculty who 
have received their first appointment at 
a medical school within the last five 
years. These faculty are compared to the 
total full-time faculty on selective 
characteristics . 



II. METHODOLOGY 



Faculty Roster Database 

The data for this report has been 

f?Sr d ^V^^C. faculty Foster System 
(FRS) . The database is also the basis 
for targeted studies on topics of national 
concern. In addition, computer-generated 
special reports of selected data ar- pre- 
pared on an annual and ad hoc basis for 
individual schools. These reports are pre- 
pared in a special format for each school 
for their accreditation needs, and for other 
national surveys. 

Maintenance of the System 

The system is maintained and updated 
through the cooperation of each of the 
medical schools. A representative at each

• are promoted, change departments, 
responsibilities, or any other 
significant change in status 



• transfer to another medical school 

• become inactive by relocating 
outside medical school, retirement, 
or for whatever reason. 

A standard format for the submission of 
these data, prepared and supplied by AAMC, 
is used by each of the schools. Upon receipt 
or the new or updated information the 
Faculty Roster staff edits and prepares the 
data for entry into the Faculty Roster data- 
base, on the average, 2 0,000 transactions 
are processed monthly. Following the up- 
dating procedure printed display forms for 
each faculty member that has been affected 
are prepared and returned to the schools for 
their records. 

Data Selection Procedure 

Due to a contin. us flow of information 
being entered into the Faculty Roster System 
and the fact that the submission of data 
rrom the schools varies considerably in 
timeliness, a procedure was developed, for 
research purposes, to "roll back" the file 
to a particular month and year to display 
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data for a given academic year. The roll- 
back procedure makes two types of altera- 
tions to the data file: records with 
effective dates of employment after a 
particular date are eliminated; also, any 
transfers or deactivations that occurred 
after that point in time are reversed so 
that those records are maintained in the 
file. Thus, the January 1979 master file 
was altered to reflect individual faculty 
status as of two points in time, January 
1968 and January 1978. Only the records 
of active salaried faculty for each point 
in time were retained; all inactive or 
volunteer faculty were deleted from the 
data files used in this report. 

The second major manipulation of the 
FRS master file, performed on each of the 
two "rolled back" files, involved reducing 
and combining the raw data elements to 
yield elements used in the actual data 
analyses. The raw data elements contri- 
buting to this study are checked on the New 
Accession Form in Appendix A. A list of 
the variables and their relationship to the 
raw data elements is given in Appendix B. 

Table Format 

The tables, which begin in Section III, 
Chapter A, provide an overview of the 



faculty and display data for full-time 
and part-time salaried faculty, with degree 
level shown for M.D. and Ph.D., M.D., Ph.D., 
O.H.D. (Other Health Doctorate), Non- 
Doctoral faculty, and the number of faculty 
whose degree is Unknown. 

Chapters B-F of Section III are con- 
cerned with full-time faculty only, with 
subsections displaying data for M.D. 
faculty only and Ph.D. faculty only. Chap- 
ter E is concerned with "New-Hires 11 , those 
faculty who have received their first full- 
time appointment at a U.S. medical school 
within the past five years. This total is 
compared to all "other full-time faculty" 
and provides the reader with some information 
as to any changes in hiring patterns which 
may have been or may be developing. 

Faculty totals in all the report tables 
have been kept constant by including the 
"unknown" category. There are three reasons 
for this format. 

(a) Ease of Comparability between 
Tables 

Because all faculty within and 
between tables remain constant, 
the tables "interlock" with one 
another across the designated 



variables, i.e., the same people 
are included although they may be 
unknown in one characteristic in 
a particular table. 

(k) Greater Accuracy in Presenting 
Data a 

The fact that a faculty member 
falls into the unknown category 
vis-a-vis rank, for example, does 
not mean that the type of degree 
or department are unknown. Only 
a small fraction of faculty are 
unknown in more than one charac- 
teristic. 

(c) Ease of Identifying the Facul ty 
Group With Which An y Particul ar 
Taole is Concerned 



Because faculty totals and sub- 
totals are constant, the reader 
will know immediately with which 
group any particular table is 
concerned.

The term "full-time faculty" refers 
to faculty whose salary is paid either in 
full or in part by the medical school or 
its affiliated institutions and hospitals. 
A definitive descriptive of the prerequi- 
site for the "full-time faculty category 
can be found in Appendix C of this report. 

Background 

During the past 12 years several changes 
in the manner of collecting data have occurred. 
From 1966-67 through 1972-73 (with the excep- 
tion of 1969-70 when no questionnaire was 
administered) data were collected on an annual 
basis; since 1973 the data has been collected 
and entered into the system on a continuous 
basis. The format of the collection instru- 
ments remained the same from 1972 until Decem- 
ber 1978 when it was revised. A copy of the 
1972 and the 1978 revised collection instru- 
ment are in Appendix A. The revision of the 
form necessitated a conversion process to the 
data base for some of the items previously 
collected to be recategorized for data to be 
compared over a period of time. During the conver-

The results of the "verification 11 
study show that data contained in this 
report may be taken as accurate estimates 
of the relative distribution of various 
characteristics in the total population 
of salaried U.S. medical school faculty. 
The limitations noted above require a 
warning against the use of the figures in 
this report as precise "head counts" of 
faculty in the various categories con- 
sidered. Percentage figures in the tables 
should be utilized rathter than the exact 
faculty counts.

full- time appointments. Instructors have 
the highest percent in Affiliated types of 
employment. J 
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For Part-time and Part-time Affiliated 
appointments, professors showed the lowest 
percentage, 4.6% and 1.4%. with instructors 
having the highest percentage at 8.8% and 
4.5% respectively. (Table 3) 

The rank of professor has a higher 
percentage of M.D./Ph.D. faculty than any other 
group. More than one- third of the faculty 
in the MUD, Ph.D. and O.H.D. degree groups 
were assistant professors in 1977-78. (Table 4) 

Tables 5 and 6 present data describing 
the number and percent distribution of part- 
time and full-time faculty by rank and depart- 
ment. In addition, data is provided to show 
the ranked ratio increase by department for 
full-time and part-time faculty, 1967-68 to 
1977-78. The reader can see from these tables 
that the department ratios for part-time and 
full-time faculty over the decade exhibit a 
substantial difference. (Page 13) 

Interdisciplinary Composition of 
Departments by Clinical Science 
Speciality 

Table 7 presents a matrix of full-time 
M.D faculty by their clinical science 
specialty and the department in which 
they hold an appointment. The reader will 
note that many of the departments are 
inter-disciplinary. For example, 2900 



faculty reported their department as 
pediatrics; of this total 2606 (89.9%) 
were pediatricians. The remaining faculty 
in this department have other primary spe- 
cialties: 107 in internal medicine; 67 
in neurology; 22 in psychiatry and so 
forth. 

Conversely, faculty who have pediatrics 
as their primary specialty number 2 881; of 
these 2606 are in the department of pediatrics 
and the remaining faculty with pediatrics as 
their primary specialty hold positions in 
the department of pathology (18) , microbiology 
(7), anesthesiology (7), family practice (21), 
public health and preventive medicine (40) , 
radiology (40) , surgery (36) and so forth. 

Distribution Changes in Full-time Faculty 
by Department and Degree 

Data are presented for full-time faculty 
by department and degree for 19 67-68 and 1977- 
78 cn Tables 8 and 9. 

A comparison of the relative changes 
during the decade in degree type were modest 
with M.D.-Rh.D's, M.D.'s and Non-Doctoral 
faculty showing a slight relative decline and 
Ph.D.'s and O.H.D. faculty showing a minor 
relative increase.

In 
both the teaching and research responsi- 
bilities categories the majority of 
faculty were concentrated in part- teaching 
and part-research activities. 

It ii, -interesting to note that 
14.8% of Ph.D. faculty, 7.5% of M.D.-Ph.D. 
faculty, and only 5.6% of M.D. faculty do 
no teaching. Fully 35.1% of M*D. faculty 
do no research, while only 8.8% of Ph.D. 
faculty and 11.5% of M.D.-Ph.D. faculty 
do no research.

Faculty by Rank, Degree, 
Department and Sex

78 . 

Professors

Both clinical and basic departments show 
the same pattern. 

Overall, there was little relative 



difference by degree type and rank, between 
the distribution of male and female faculty 
in the basic and clinical departments except 
in the rank of professor. 

Associate Professor 

There were relatively more females who 
were associate professors in the M.D.-Ph D 
and O.H.D. degree tyes than there were 
males, in the other degree types 'M.D., 
Ph.D), there were relatively more male* asso- 
ciate professors than female. 

Assistant Professors 

There were relatively more female 
assistant professors than male in the M.D - 
Ph.D., M.D. and Ph.D. degree types. In the 
O.H.D. and non-doctoral degree types there 
were relatively more male assistant pro- 
fessors. 

Instructors 

There were relatively more female in- 
structors than male in all degree types who 
held the rank of instructor in both the 
basic and clinical departments. 
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Total Full-Time Faculty 



Although there were variations by 
rank, the relative number of male and fe- 
male faculty showed only a small differ- 
ence by degree or department* For example, 
36v3% of M.D. and Ph.D* faculty were male 
in the basic departments as opposed to 
34.3% female; 61,3% of M.D. and Ph.D. 
faculty in clinical departments were male 
as opposed to 63.7% female. 

Degree and Sex of Faculty - 1967-68 
and 1977-78 

Table 29 presents male and female 
faculty by degree for 1967-68 and 1977-78. 
Table 30 is a comparison of the changes 
that occurred over this decade. 

The percentage of full-time faculty 
who are female rose from 13*3% in 1967-68 
to 15.2% in 1977-78, an increase of 3884. 
Female faculty increased at a relatively 
faster rate (ratio of 2.642) than did 
male faculty (ratio of 2.262) over the 
decade. 

In all degree types, females in- 
creased relatively more rapidly than 
males with the greatest relative gains 
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occurring in the Ph.D. and M.D. -Ph.D. 
groups . 

Type of Employment by Ssx 

There were relatively fewer females 
(8.4%) than males (12.4%) in Geographic 
Full-time employment and relatively more 
Females (62.3%) than males (58.2%) in 
Strict full-time employment as shown on 
Table 31. 

Teaching Responsibilities by Sex 

Tables 32 and 33 present data on the 
teaching responsibilities of full-time 
faculty by sex, 1967-68 and 1977-78. 
The changes in teaching responsibility 
of faculty over the past decade are shewn 
on Table 34. 

There was an absolute decline in the 
number of the M.D. -Ph.D. degree group with 
teaching as the only responsibility . 

The ratio change, 1977-78/1969-68, in 
most cases, shows that the relative increase 
in female faculty with teaching responsi- 
bilities has been greater than the relative 
increases of total female. 



Research Responsibilities by Sex 



Data concerning the research respon- 
sib lity of 1967-68 faculty and for 1977- 
/a faculty are shown on Tables 35 and 36. 

The changes which have occurred over 
the past decade in research responsibility 
of faculty are shown on Table 37. 

The ratio change, 1977-78/1967-68, in 
most cases, shows that the relative in- 
crease in female faculty with research 
responsibilities has been less than the 
relative increase in total female faculty. 

In comparing Tables 35 and 36 (see 
comparison Table 37), one will note that 
of the 3884 additional female faculty 
appointed over the decade, substantially 
more of such faculty have teachiny responsi- 
bilities than have research responsibilities. 

Length o f Employment, Sex an d Degree 
Type, 196/-68 and 1977-78 

The length of employment, sex and degree 
type is given for full-time faculty for 1967- 
68 (Table 38) and for 1977-78 (Table 39). The 
changes which have occurred over this time 
period are shown on Table 40. 

Female faculty ratio increases in every 
year group were larger than corresponding 
male faculty increases except in the "26 or 
more years" group. The last five years show 
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f^tantially greater growth in female faculty 
than the previous five years; the reverse is 
true of male faculty ratio increases.

Puerto Rican faculty 
showed the lowest ratio increases of any group. 

Full-time Faculty by Sex f Rank and 
Ethnic Origin 

Minorities constituted over 10% of all 
faculty in 1977-78. Under-represented minori- 
ties were 2,5% of total faculty in 1977-78 
while other minorities were 7.9% of total fa- 
culty.

In this chapter of the report the 
characteristics of faculty hired between 
1974 and 1978 are examined in 7 tables 
vis-a-vis the following variables: Degree, 
Citizenship, Ethnic Origin, Teaching 
Responsibilities, Research Responsibi- 
lities, Sex and Previous Employment or 
Training. 

Degree and Sex 

The number of female faculty who 
have received their first appointment at 
a U.S. medical school is highsst in the 
M.D. degree category (40.4%) and lowest 
m the Other Health Doctorate area (0.7%) 
However, whan compared with female faculty 
hired more than five years ago, a smaller 
traction of newly hired female faculty 
holds a doctoral degree. There is a 
relative increase in the non-doctoral field 
U9.1% vs 25.9%) and in the Other Health 
Doctorate field (0.7% vs 0.4%). 

Male faculty, hired within the last 
five years, show an increased percentage in 
the M.D. category (65.3% vs b^'.l%) ; O.H.D. 
(1.1% vs 1.0%); and non-doctoral dearees 
(4.5% vs 3.3%). (Table 48)

Under-represented minorities (for new 
hires) show a slight gain in the M.D. category 
and a aeclme in the Ph.D. category, with the 
other degree categories remaining little 
changed. (Table 49) 

n , ho /!l e Other Minorities group (Asian and 
Other Hispanic) show a percentage increase 
in the M.D. category for new-hires of 
65.8% versus 60.2%, a more substantial 
change than that observed in under-repre- 
sented minorities and Caucasian newly hired 
faculty. J 

For t e Other Minorities and Caucasian 
gorups, new]y hired faculty decreased in 
comparison with all other faculty in the 
M.D. -Ph.D. and Ph.D. degree types. 

Teaching and Research Act-; vi ties of New-Hires 

Table 50 shows that 66.0% of new-hire 
M.D. faculty reported teaching as one respon- 
sibility as compared to 60.9% of Other M.D. 
faculty. 

Table 51 shows new-hire Ph.D. faculty 
with "Research as Only Responsibility" at 
67.7% versus 59.9% of Other Ph.D. faculty. 
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Table 52 describes new-hires by Citizen- 
ship Status and Degree type. Highlights of 
this table include: 

Foreign faculty new-hires in the M.D.- 
Ph.D. category number 135 as compared to 
237 for all Other U.S. faculty. (Table 52) 

Faculty with the M.D. degree, hired in 
the past five years who are foreign, increased 
to 70.6% vs 60.4%. This was a substantially 
greater increase than that of U.S. faculty 
with the M.D. degree who increased only 0.4% 
in this time period (58.5% vs 58.1%). 

Past Employment of New-Hires 

Table 53 presents data concerning new- 
hires by employment immediately prior to 
appointment. Of the new-hire faculty, 7.7% 
came directly from another medical school 
compared to 25.3% of Other faculty. The 
percent of new-hire faculty who came directly 
from training, was 39.5% compared to 26.6% 
of Other faculty. 

Training/Employment Source Prior to First 
Medical School Employment 

The percent of new-hire faculty who came 
from an employment source was 36.1%, compared 
to 60.7% who came directly from professional 
training. 

More than one-half (59.9%) ol non-doc- 
toral new-hire faculty came from employment 
rather than training (31.9%). (Table 54)

Private Practice Experience for Cli nical 
De partment Faculty 

A comparison of the percentage of 
faculty with private practice experience bv 
clinical departrntnt over the 1967-68 to 1977- 
78 decade is presented in Table 55. 

With the exception of the family prac- 
tice department, which showed a relative in- 
crease of 16.6%, (as mentioned previously, 
this department is a newly designated depart- 
ment at most of the schools over uhe past ten 
years) , all clinical departments showed a 
relative decrease in faculty with private 
practice experience over the decade. 
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The department showing the greatest 
relative decrease was otolaryngology (-10 8%

Individual faculty whose occupation 
previous to their current appointment was 
in private practice or foreign employment 
were relatively low at 5.4% and 2.9% of 
total faculty respectively.

training area from which faculty have 
entered medical school for their first 
appointment. 

For example, faculty whose pric occu- 
pation was "U.S. Medical School Volunteer" 
have had a sixfold increase since 1967-68, 
ratio increase of 6.623, or a percentage 
increase of S62%.

Table 61 presents data describing the 
relative percentage change in the source of 
meuical school faculty prior to their first 
appointment at a medical school. As can 
be seen there is great diversity of relative 
change among all the decree types. For 
example, individuals who have received their 
rirst medical school appointment and whose 
prior occupation was at a U.S. Non-Medical 
Higher Eaucation Institution differed among 
the degree types with M.D.-Ph.D. and Ph.D. 
taculty showing a relative decline of -0.2% 
and -6.5% wheras M.D. faculty show a rela- 
tive increase of 7.0%. 

The greatest changes in percent distri- 
bution for Ph.D. faculty are from 1) U.S. ' 
Primary/Secondary Education Institutions, 
2) Foundations and foreign institutions and 
U.S. Non-Medical School Higher Institutions 
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show the greatest increase.
